He said he could cesure the gentle­ 
men he had not tasted a drop of water 
daring the morning. 
[Laughter.] 
Marston presented the name of 
Mc­ 
Lean, of Ohio. 
Onrrie presented the name of Judge 
Walter Clark of North Carolina. 
When “ Tom” Johnson 
took 
the 
platform he was given a great recep­ 
tion. 
Johnson presented George W. 
Fithian, of Illinois. 
He said most of 
the wealthy democrats had gone over 
to McKinley. He was not a free silver 
man, but this movememt was for the 
g( od of humanity, and he was heartily 
with it.

Chicago, July 
1 1 --The nomination 
of William Jennings Bryan for the 
presidency came on the fifth ballot at 
Friday’s session of the democratic na­ 
tional convention. That ballot was a 
stampede to ‘‘the silver knight of the 
west.” H* ran strongly from the start, 
Bland leacfing. On the fifth ballot he 
overttok the Missouri man and passed 
him. The states flocked to him. 
His 
nomination was made unanimous. \ 
The meeting was called to order bv 
Chairman White at 10:57 a. rn. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. 
Green. 
Wm. J. Harrity of Pennsylvania was 
recognized by the chair. He said: 
“In obedience to instructions from the

state convention we present 
ex-Gov. 
Pattison as candidate.” A delegate 
from the District of Columbia second­ 
ed McLean of Ohio. 
Gen Miller of 
Oregon presented the name of Sylves­ 
ter Pennoyer for president. The nom­ 
inations were then closed. 
Smith of Ohio announced the death 
of Mr. Hurd of Ohio. 
The roll call of states for the nom­ 
ination for president was then com­ 
menced. 
Although Alabama led off solidly for 


kind of a new movement. 
About half 
of the Wisconsin delegates were talk­ 
ing at the same time when the reading 
clerk tried to find out how that state 
was voting. When 
the poll 
of the 
state began Gen. Bragg’s name was 
first called. “I decline to vote,” he 
shouted, “and there are twenty dele­ 
gates in Wisconsin who will vote the 
same way.” One silver man tried to 
vote for Bryan and was applauded. 
The wrangle over the unit rule in 
Wisconsin arose again. It was claimed 
that the men who were not voting had 
no right to control those who wished 
to vote. E. J. Dockery, the fiery silver 
man, began to address the convention, 
making an appeal for the silver men 
who wished to vote. He was applauded 
several times by the silver men, espe­ 
cially when he claimed that Wisconsin 
was really a silver state. 
Once more 
the reading clerk read the Wisconsin 
instruction, and declared that the del­ 
egates had not been instructed to re­ 
frain from voting and that those who 
did not vote would be recorded as ab­ 
sent, and the others would be allow*! 
to vote. 
The decision was 
received 
with loud applause and the 
nineteen 
Wisconsin gold men were not supposed 
to be in the hall at all, while the other 
votes went in and were counted. 
After the roll was rapidly completed, 
the little delegation at the end going 
for Bland, but they were not in a po­ 
sition to do him much good. Two Cali­ 
fornia men who had not voted declared 
themselves for Bryan, and 
Colorado 
caused a sensation by casting a solid 
vote for Henry M. Teller. 
Massachu­ 
setts had not voted as yet, and when it 
was called there were eighteen dele­ 
gates either absent or 
declining 
to 
vote. 
There was hardly any cheering when 
the result was announced. 
The vote 
gave Bland 233, Bryan 105, Pattison 95, 
Boies 86, Blackburn 83, McLean 
54, 
Matthews 37, Tillman 17, Pennoyer IO, 
Teller 8, Campbell 2. Russell 2, Steven­ 
son 2 and Hill I. There were 185 dele­ 
gates absent or not voting. 
The reading clerk 
started in upon 
the second call of the roll. Alabama 
sprung a sensation by transferring its 
solid 22 votes from Boies to Bland. 
Arkansas remained steadfast 
to the 
Missouri candidate. 
California was 
badly split up and wanted another poll 
of the state. 
When the vote was an­ 
nounced it seemed that California was 
supporting everybody. Colorado stuck 
to Teller, and there was more hissing. 
Connecticut remained out of the fight. 
Florida went to pieces. Stephenson got 


tion shouted that he ‘had polled the 
state and that thirteen delegates fa­ 
vored Mr. Bryan. He cast the twenty- 
two Totes as a unit for Bryan. 
This 
was a sensational beginning, and the 
Bryan men leaped to their feet and 
shouted 
for their favorite. 
Georgia 
went to pieces and scattered its vote, 
but Idaho swung into line for Bryan. 
Kansas swung solidly from Bland to 
Bryan. 
Bryan gained one in Minne­ 
sota. 
Mississippi stuck to him. 
Mis­ 
souri and the other Bland states did 
not appear to be frightened up to this 
point, but they could not arouse any 
cheers for their .nan. Nevada changed 
its six votes from McLean to Bryan. 
The North Carolina vote for Bryan was 
again cheered. Ohio stuck to McLean, 
although there had been nine delegates 
who deserted the Ohio man on the poll 
of the state. Bryan lost one vote in 
South Dakota and there was no change 
again until Washington was reached, 
when Bland gained one vote. In West 
Virginia Bland gained one. 
The roll 
call was concluded with Bland gaining 
five in the District of Columbia. The 
taking of th*1 fourth ballot w*as finished 
shortly after 2 o’clock. The result of 
the fourth ballot resulted as follows: 
Bland, 241; Boies. 33;Bryan, 280; Black­ 
burn, 47; McLean, 46; Matthews, 36; 
Pattison, 96; Stevenson, 8; Hill, I; not 
voting. 162. 
The Illinois delegation asked a leave 
of absence that the delegation might 
caucus. 
The chair ruled 
it 
out of 
order. 
The Illinois delegation quietly 
filed out. It was said on the flooor that 
Illinois was about to change its vote 
and swing in line for Bryan. 
This 
was the first signal for the rush to the 
Nebraska man. When the clerk read 
the Bryan vote, showing another gain, 
tho delegates who had just seen the 
Illinois men going out to caucus seemed 
to feel that the stampede had begun— 
that Bryan could not be stopped. As 
if by one impulse the mighty shouts 
arose from every 
part of the 
hall, 
thousands of people scrambled to their 
feet, and in a twinkling the air was 
tossing full of the flags and handker­ 
chiefs of the frenzied democrats. They

After a call for a meeting of the com­ 
mittee appointed to notify Mr. Bryan 
the chair went dow n from the platform 
to meet Gen. Bragg of Wisconsin. The 
venerable gentleman from Wisconsin 
said his delegation had not authorized 
any one to carry the standard of Wis­ 
consin in the victor’3 possession, as had 
been done at the afternoon session. He 
said he wanted Wisconsin to be placed 
on record as refusing to indorse the 
victor. 
Gov. Stone then came up to the plat­ 
form and made the anticipated speech 
for an adjournment. 
He made a mo­ 
tion that the convention adjourn until 
loon to-day. Amid much confusion the 
vote was taken. It was never announc­ 
ed.

Word was sent out today from Mad­ 
ison th at the army worm haB appeared 
at several points in our state. 
This 
pest is a "w orm ” from an inch to one 
and half inchee in length, of greenish 
color with dark stripes on the back 
and sides. 
When troublesome it sud­ 
denly appears in vast numbers and 
after cleaning all of the vegetation 
where first observed it passes like an 
army to new feeding grounds. 
In ItB perfect state the so-called 
worm or larva transforms to a moth 
which flies in the night time. 
The main interest to the farmer, 
however, is to save his crops from the 
ravages of this serious pest when it 
appears. Unfortunately, there is little 
use of trying to fight the army worm 
in the fields where it first is seen, and 
the best plan for the farm er is to wait 
until it moves to new quarters and de­ 
stroy it while on the way. 
To accom­ 
plish this a deep farrow should be 
plowed, making the wall f the farrow 
so straight th at whee the worms a t­ 
tem pt to climb it they will fall back; 
as they accumulate in the ditch a log 
should be dragged along its bottom 
which will crush the worms and thus 
destroy them. 
The worms may also be destroyed 
by sprinkling Paris green on the her 
bago where they are feeding, but this 
endangers the lives of the live stock 
which may graze on such pastures. In

here the worm crawls up 
t h e s i s ., . y are sometimes held in 
check b y two persons taking a rope 
and stretching it across a part of the 
field, pass forward dragging the rope 
over the heads of grain which will 
spring back as the rope passes over 
aud throw the worms to 
the ground. 
This process must be repeated as often 
as the worms climb up the stems. 
The chief remedy to be used is th at 
of checking their march by the use of 
the furrow and crushing by the log 
or pole drawn in the furrow as above 
recommended.

steamboat John Gollong. The Gollong 
is supposer to have $60,000 in 
gold 
specie in Ber moldering frame, which a 
United States paymaster was taking to 
some northwestern frontier post. 
She 
sunk some time in the ’40’s—no one 
knolls the exact date. 
There is a tra­ 
dition that the name of the John Gol- 
lmg was due to a misapprehension on 
the part of the ship’s painter. 
She was 
built by a St. Louis merchant of that 
period—say about 1843. 
Her owner 
was a type of the plantation-owning 
sprouting merchant, who 
made his 
headquarters at the Southern hotel and 
sold sugar, cotton and slaves.

boat had been finished, all except the 
name. 
The painter was anxious to fin­ 
ish his contract by putting the name of 
the boat on her 
paddle-boxes, 
and 
started out to find the owner, who was 
engaged in a friendly game of poker 
with some down-river colleagues 
“W hat name shall I paint on the 
boat?’* he asked, breaking 
into 
the 
game. 
“Oh, John, go along,’’ answered the 
owner, who was annoyed at being in­ 
terrupted. 
“ A ll right,’’ said the painter. 
And 
that is what he named her. 
The owner 
thought it a good joke when he saw it, 
and so the name remained.
